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MARKETING OF EGGS BY 
PARCEL POST PROVES 
SUCCESSFUL 


Washington—That eggs can be mar- 
keted successfully by parcel post is 
the conclusiom reached by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture as the result of 
extended experiments. It was demon- 
strated to the satisfaction of the de- 
partment that this method of shipment 
frequently secured a better price for 
the producer and a better article for 
the consumer. The experments, it is 
stated, further showed that the parcel 
post was of particular value to the 
man whose flock was too small, or who 
lives too far from express service to 
permit him to ship his eggs in regular 
commercial cases. 

In the course of the experiments 
which extended over a period of five 
months, the department shipped 9131 
eggs in 466 lots by mail from various 
points under varying conditions and in 
different types of containers. Of 
these, 327, or slightly less than 3.6 per 
cent, were broken, but only 200, or a 
little less than 2.3 per cent, were abso- 
lutely wasted. The others, though 
broken, could still be used. 

The percentage of breakage will be 
greatly reduced, it is stated, when 
postal employes become more accus- 
tomed to handling such fragile matter.

Hot Blast Extends From Rocky 
Mountains to Atlantic Ocean 


Washington.—The terrific heat wave 
that hag caused many deaths and in- 
tense suffering in crowded centers of 
the central valleys since the first of 
last week, spread into the East. In 
Portland, Me., the official temperature 
reached a maximum of 90 degrees; 
Boston sweltered with the mercury at 
88, and Washington and New York 
had temperatures of 89 and 90. In 
most of the Eastern cities the heat 
wave was accompanied by depressing 
humidity. 

A fe piaves in the Ceértral” West 
temporarily were relieved by thunder. 
showers or cooling lake breezes. How- 
ever, generally throughout the interior 
conditions were bad. : 

Pittsburg —Twelve deaths were di 
rectly chargeable to the heat wave in 
Wesiern Pennsylvania. Eight of them 
occurred in the course of 12. hours. 
There were also 4 drownings of per- 
sons who sought relief from the op 
pressive weather by bathing. 

Generally speaking, the United 

States was baking from the Rockies 
to the Atlantic, according to weather 
department advices. 
. Detroit—Two more persons died 
from the intense heat, making a total 
of thirteen deaths since the heat wave 
began, 

Chicago.—A light north  preeze 
brought partial relief from the heat 
and sent the thermometer down ten 
degrees. The maximum on the street 
was 88 degrees. The relief came too 
late, however, for some of the suffer- 
ers, and twelve additional deaths di- 
rectly or indirectly due to heat were 
reported to the police.

It 1s no unusual thing to see a ray 
of light, but have you ever heard one? 
Recent experiments prove that a beam 
of light can, under certain conditions, 
produce perfectly clear and distinct 
sounds, a writer in Harper’s Weekly 

Bays. 

A ray of sunlight is thrown through 
a lens on a glass vessel that contains 
lampblack, colored silk or worsted. A 
disk with slits or openings cut in it is 
made to revolve swiftly in this beam 
of light, so as to “cut it up,” and 
cause alternate flashes of Iight and 
shadow. When you place your ear to 
the glass‘ vessel you hear strange 
sounds as long as the flashing beam 
falla upon the vessel. 

A still more extraordinary effect is 
produced when the beam of sunlight 
is made to pass through a prism so as 
to produce the solar spectrum. The 
disk is turned rapidly and the colored 
“ght of the rainbow breaks through it 
and falls on the glass vessel. Now if 
you place your ear to the glass you 
will hear sounds from certain parts 
of the spectrum, but none from the 
others. 

For exarmple,-if the veseal contains 
red worsted and the green light flashes 
apon it quite loud sounds will be given 
out. Only feeble sounds will be heard 
when the red and blue ends of the 
spectrum fall upon the vessel. Other 
colors produce no sounds at all. Green 
silk gives out sound best in a red 
Nght. Every kind o? material gives 
more or less sound in different colors 
and no sound at all tn others.

TURPIN HAS NEW EXPLOSIVE 


French Inventor Has Powder More 

Powerful Than Melinite—it Con- 

talns No Nifrocellulose. 

Eugene Turpin, the inventor of me- 
linite, so long used in the French army 
and mavy, has come forward with a 
new explosive which he declares is 
uot cnly more powerful than melinite, 
but is cheaper and will stand a tem- 
perature of 158 degrees Fahrenheit 
without ignition. 

The French war office has already 
appointed a commission to experiment 
with the new explosive, which is tn 
the form of a gray powder—a precip- 
itate—whose combustion may be reg- 
ulated so as to be serviceable in va- 
rious arms by having it compressed 
in masses of various shapes and sizes 
-—-cubes, spheres, cones, etc. 

‘a an interview with a representa- 
tive of Le Petit Parisien the inventor 
said that it contained no nitro 
cellulose, left no deposit in the bore of 
rifle or cannon and could not be spon- 
taneously exploded at less than a tem- 
perature of 632 degrees Fahrenheit. 

While conversing with the reporter 
the inventor placed a pinch of the 
powder in a saucer and attempted to 
Ignite it by gradually bringing a match 
near it. Only when the flame actually 
reached it was it ignited when it 
burned with a bright, white light, 
without any smoke, and leaving just a 
trace of fine white powder as the re- 
sult of the combustion.
